1)R. MILNE'S MEETING. 

Fairly Well AttcnUed-Tlie Electors Ad- 
dressed by Hon. Mr. Beaveu, Mayor 
Grant and Ex-Mayor Kell- 

Pursuant to announcement, a mass 
meeting of the electors of Victoria city 
district was held in The Victoria last 
evening, the mooting being called by 
Dr. Milue to afford him an opportunity 
of giving his views upon the political 
questions of the day. The audience 
consisted of about two hundred, 

Mr. Alexander W ilson was on mo- 
tion called to the chair. He made very 
few remarks ill opening the meeting. 
His cull lo the chair was, lie said, u 
great .surprise to him. He would first 
call upon Dr. Milne who was at present 
a candidate for election at the bauds of 
the people of Victoria city district. Dr. 
Millie's election, which he considered 
certain, would, he thought , lie an im- 
portant thing for Victoria and the 
country. Dr. Milne was a man of good 
moral character. (Applause). He was 
a physician and a shareholder in water, 
gas and electric light companies. He 
was a live man, and would Worthily 
represent Victoria. 

Dr. Milne was greeted with hearty 
applause on rising. He announced him- 
self as a candidate in opposition to the 

ttobsoil governn t. Mr. Theodore 

Davie announced as his claim upon the 
people that lio would construct the Great 
Western Ruilway as a government 
policy. A great step toward the con- 
struction of the Canada Western was 
accomplished last year. During his 
visit to the East last year, before this 
matter camo up in the House, he had 
conversed with several members of the 
Dominion government, and had been in- 
formed l>y Hon. Alex. MacKcnzio that 
the project was feasible, aud that stops 
would be taken to complete the line at 
mi distant date. He (Dr. Milne) had 
always advocated the construction of a 
second transcontinental railroad having 
ils terminus in Victoria. lie did not 
bring up ibis question in order to cap- 
ture the votes of the electors. 

After reading a report of bin remarks 
on the subject of the Canada Western 
railway, published in the Times, Dr. 
Milne' proceeded to read the net re- 
specting tho Canada Western railway, 
dealing with the extent of land subsidy 
given to the promoters of the road, the 
names of the gentlemen (public spirited 
citizens of Victoria, all of them,) who 
composed the company, particulars in 
regard to construction, ear shops, etc., 
as well as all other details. Mr. Davie, 

last night, he said, bad proclaimed thai 
it was impossible to grant the new road 
such aid as had been given to the t". P. 
K. In the act .t provision was made 
that the company might issue bonds on 
t heir land grant to the extent of $1 per 
acre. The company had three years to 
commence and eight yours more to com- 
plete construction of the road. How 
could Mr. Davie promise all that ho had in 
regard to (he railway scheme ! How could 
he promise that "his government" would 

be in power S years from now? How 
could be say that the Robson Govern- 
ment would be in power one year from 
now? Among the promoters of the 
Canadian Western are such men ns 
Messrs. 1-'. S. Barnard and 10. (1. Prior, 
M.P.'s, Senator Reid, H. P. Rithet, and 
Thomas Marie. Are they not us likely 
to bring the road (o a successful com- 
pletion as soon as Mr. Davie? Cannot 
Messrs. Prior and Barnard, and Senator 
Reid do far more toward securing 
Dominion government assistance for the 
new road, than could Mr. Theodore 
Davie, even as attorney - general of

From the Canadian Western project, 
Dr. Milne passed on lo the considera- 
tion of school matters. He Grat wished, 
he said, to correct an error be had 
made in his "card to the electors." 
When lie made a mistake ho was willing 
to admit, it. In his address he had .said 
that Victoria was now compelled to pay 
one-third of the teachers' salaries and a 
.share of tho school expenses ns well. 
Mr. Davie had remarked that he (Dr.

Could any 
government, in a parliament in which 
more than nineteen members have de- 
luded that a second trans-continental 
mad was a necessity, refuse to make 
l he construction of such a road a matter 
of government policy. Of course Hon. 
Mr. Robson and Hon. Air. Vernon might 
bo expected to oppose. They felt that 
it would in some way injure their Van- 
couver town lots. But Mr. Robson and 
Mr. Vernon had been compelled to 
assent, to the government supporting the 
Western scheme. In the interests of a 
second truiis-continciittil railroad, the 
electors were advised to vote for Dr. 
Milne, and for the defeat of the Robson 
government. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven, following in Dr. 
Milne's footsteps, after exhausting 
the Canadian Western project, 
next touched upon the question 
of education, echoing Dr. Milne's re- 
marks upon this head. The bills which 
owed their existence to Mr. Davie were 
next discussed at great length. In con- 
cluding, Mr. Beaven said that Mr. Davie 
now announced that his main object in 
^ life was to secure the construction of 
I the Canadian Western Railway. He 
; thought that this was not Mr. Davie's 
real object at all. It was generally the 
rule that when there was a vacancy on 
the bench of the Supreme Court the 
Attorney-General usually received the 
appointment. He thought that Mr. 
Davie's real object was to secure a seat 
on tho bench with hi.s brother, Wulkeni. 

As the audience began to show signs 
ot great weariness, Hon. Mr. Beaveu re- 
sumed bis scat, and about half of the 
house rose to leave as ex-Mayor Fell 
ci ime forward. 

Mr. Fell, after promising only to 
"speak a minute," prevailed upon the 
majority to resume their seats until he 
could express himself. He hoped, he 
said, that they would not re-elect Mr. 
Davie, liecau.se he was not lit for the of- 
fice. (Laughter.) He knew Theodore 
Davie as well as himself. (Lnuglltor.) 
He had known him for the past 
years, and he never improved. He had 
great respect for Dr. Helmcken, but 
really lie was ashamed of him for w hat 
he said on Monday night. (Renewed 
laughter.) He had very little respect 
for politicians. There was not an 
honest man in the crowd on the 
platform last evening. (Cheers.) Why 
was Honest John so called? Because 
he was exactly the opposite 1 (Laugh- 
ter.) The government of to-day was 
bringing ruin on the country, and 
would bring misery on thu children's 
children of those now living under it. 
(Derisive laughter.) The school system 
was a big political machine used to prop 
up Honest John. (Laughter.) There 
is an under current at work in the 
house, which has for its object the 
breaking up of our free educational 
system, and the introduction of the 
separate school system. (Laughter.) 
It's the bench Theodore Davie's after. 
Honest John is aiming higher. He is 
planning to be the next lieutenant- 
governor. (Loud laughter.) 

•Mayor Grant, us the hour was late, 
referred only to what he termed the 
unjust impost placed on the cities 
of the province, which were asked 
to pay t he expense of the teachers' sal- 
aries. This alone should condemn any- 
one connected with a government guilty 
of framing so iniquitous u measure. 

The meeting broke up while the usual 
cheers wore being given to tho chair- 
man, who continued to address the re 
tiring electors until the lust one desert 
ed the building.

Rinds wore given in the sum 
of $90,000, and the court thereupon dis- 
solved I he receivership, and tho case 
will he heard at, the next term of court. 
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Unhealthy Irish I'rlNiiiis. 

London', Aug. 13. — Reports of the 
unhealthy condition of the prisons in 
which Irish political prisoners are con- 
fined arc causing considerable excite- 
ment, and tho government naturally 
conies in for its share of the blame. 
Many of the more excitable critics of 
Balfour dp not hesitate to charge that 
the worst pest holes among the Irish 
prisons are purposely selected for the 
incarceration of those convicted of viola- 
tion of the Crimes Act. The condition 
of the prison at Falcarragh, particu- 
larly, is referred to as u disgrace to 
civilization, and it is pointed out that 
although the attention of tho authori- 
ties has been culled to it repeatedly, 
they have done nothing to remove the 
danger of an epidemic which its filthy 
condition may cause. On Thursday 
last John Met ice was released from this 
pesthole in a pitiable condition, and 
when he reached his home it was only 
to die next day of typhus fever. He 
had entered the prison a picture of 
health and strength. He came out a 
physical wreck. Another prisoner, a 
man named Frieze, who was only re- 
leased a few days ago, is also dead from 
typhoid fever contracted while in con- 
finement. 

.Illlnnce Between Kngliiiul ami 
Germany. 

London, Aug. 13. — According 
to tho National Zietung of Berlin, 
which claims to have positive 
information on the subject, uu agree- 
ment was reached at the recent confer- 
ence between Emperor William and 
Lord Salisbury, which, to all intents 
and purposes, amounts to an alliance 
between Germany and England, 
although no formal treaty was con- 
cluded. A memorandum was drawn 
up covering, the points upon which 
an understanding was readied. It 
is certain that this memorandum 
provides for the contingency of a war 
in which either nation might become in- 
volved, and defines the obligations as- 
sumed in such an evajlt by the other. 
The German press seems to be quite gen- 
erally agreed that so much bus been ac- 
complished, and some well informed 
newspapers even go so fur as 
to say that a treaty is in course 
of preparation. This, however, 
is probably incorrect. It is not 
believed here that Lord .Salisbury would 
undertake to commit any future govern- 
ment of England to a programme out- 
lined in such an agreement, and as the 
agreement will have the force of a 
treaty, so long as he holds the reins of 
power, Germany will be satisfied with 
an informal treaty. The French press 
is inn perfect ferment over this whole 
business, and the opposition papers are 
charging the government with having 
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lliiIH'I'ul urn Iteinleve. 

London, Aug. 13.— Mrs. Maybrick 
yesterday hud another long interview 
with her mother, who was permitted to 
remain in her cell for several hours. 
The condemned woman is much better 
to-day than she has been at any time 
since the death sentence was pro- 
nounced. She bos been assured by ul! 
who have access to her that everything 
possible is being done to save her from 
the terrible fate which stares her in the 
face, and she has in a great measure re- 
covered her spirits ami now looks more 
hopefully to the future. The petitions 
to the homo secretary on her behalf are 
assuming immense proportions, hun- 
dreds of people in different parts of Eng- 
land having interested themselves to se- 
cure signatures. Petitions were circu- 
lated in all the churches in Liverpool to- 
day, the miniates taking pains to ex- 
plain to their congregations that the 
statements that tho expense of the de- 
fence had been borne by Brierly, the 
unfortunate woman's paramour, were 
untrue. 

No Sii|t|iiirl for Greece, 

LONDON, Aug. 12 — A despatch from 
Constantinople to the Exchango Tele- 
gram Co. says it is somi-officially stated 
that the sultan has notified Greece that 
he will regard an attempt by that 
country to laud troops or excite rebellion 
in Crete as a casus belli. None of the 
powers, the telegram stales, will siip- 
post, the aggressive policy of Triconpin, 
the Greek premier. The Grand Vizier 
of Turkey charges Greece with foment- 
ing riots in Monaster and Kottymo. 

Tin- Government's l-^yiillun Policy. 

London, Aug. 12. — In the House of 
Lords to-day Lord Carnarvon addressed 
an inquiry to the government as to their 
policy in Egypt. Lord Salisbury re- 
plied that the government's policy in 
dealing with Kgypt remained consistent 
throughout and recent events had not 
altered it a hairshrendth. 

Mrs. Maybrick's Cane. 

London, Aug. 13.— A large number 
of persons assembled at Cannon Street 
Hotel to-day to bold a meeting to con- 
sider the case of Mrs. Maybrick. A 
resolution was unanimously adopted to 
petition the Home Secretary for a re- 
mission of the woman's sentence.

For the wunt of organiza 
tion and timely exertion on tlio part of 
those who wero opposed to the passage 
of the bye-laws yesterday, tlio city 
may be saddled with a contribution of 
twenty thousand dollars a yoar for 
twenty-five years in aid of an enterprise 
from which they may derive no advan- 
tage for that very large expenditure. 

A little well directed work could 
easily have changed the minority of 
three in Johnson St. wurd to a majority 
of twenty and more. An earnest can 
vass in the other wards would, nc 
doubt, have increased in them tlio 
majority against the bye-laws. 

Even if the electors who voted had 
been better instructed tlin result would 
have been different. Jl is now known 
that many of the elect • i thought that 
there was only one bye law to be voted 
on, and they consequently voted against 
one bye-law only. All this would have 
been avoided if the: opponents of the law 
had possessed some organization and 
worked harder. 

The advocates of the railway lost 
nothing for want of work. They got 
out their electors and drilled them well, 
so that in voting they made no mistake. 
The voting in Johnson street ward, for 
instance, shows how well the electors 
were taught. The vote.-; polled for both 
laws in that wurd were exactly the 
same — 135 for one, and 135 for the 
other. But there was no such corres- 
pondence in the votes polled against the 
laws. Against one it was 117, and 
against tho other only 99. It is next to 
certain that every elector who voted 
against one law in that ward believed 
he was voting against both, and the 
discrepancy of IS was the result of this 
mistake. 

We have heard that the ingenious 
way in which the ballot papers were 
folded led some of the electors to be- 
lieve that the one "nay" was sufficient 
for both laws. One intelligent gentle- 
nan said be found that there were two 
ballot papers on the sheet by the merest 
accident. Another very intelligentgen- 
tleman has just informed us that be did 
not make the discovery tit all. 

These matters must be enquired 
into. 

We know that there are many who 
believed that the scheme hi itself is so 
impossible and the bye-laws so out- 
rageously absurd that there ivits not the 
slightest chance of a majority being ob- 
tained for the railway. But it was not 
wise to calculate too much on any one's 
being acquainted with the nature of 
either the scheme or the bye-laws. Sonic 
heard very little about them, and the 
whole matter was so misrepresented to 
others that they came to believe that the 
opposition to them was all opposition to 
progress. So they voted for the laws in 
good faith, believing that nil that was 
said against them was a pack of lies. If 
a friend in whom an elector of this kind 
had confidence had been deputed to 
talk to him the chances are that he 
would have discovered in time that an 
attempt had been made to gull him, and 
he would have polled his vote against 
the bye-laws. 

We believe that the success which the 
promoters of the road appear to have 
gained will not in the end prove a suc- 
cess at all, but the narrow escape that 
the city has had of being saddled with a 
heavy debt to further a visionary 
scheme, will, we hope, have taught 
those in this city who have most at 
stake the necessity of co operation to 
conserve their interests and to defeat 
reckless and improvident legislation.

room only for pity for tho fallen state 
of u man who once aspired to make a 
nation. But with Dr. Milne matters 
are different. He knows that the Canada 
Western road is as yet but a shadow; yet 
be docs not hesitate to tell tho people it 
is a substance that they can grasp and 
fool, He knows that the grant of land 
already made will not build the line; 
yet he informs the public that it is sutli- 
eient, and intimates that no further aid 
need he looked for if he is returned. 
Dr. Milne is likewise aware that ho re- 
commended, while a member of the 
school board, that a special tax bo 
levied by the Government in this city 
for school purposes, ye^t ho blames the 
Government for casting a third of the 
burden of teachers' salaries on all the 
cities in the province, in response to his 
own appeal. 

What do the so-called liberals think 
of their standard bearer ! And how can 
electors be expected to cast their votes 
for a candidate who prefers to deal in 
fancies when facts would have served 
his purpose bettor J 

We must say that after reading Dr. 
Milne's address wo have a poor 
opinion of him as tin infant politician, 
wet nursed by the Times and sponsored 
by the local Opposition. Not that 
be has not learned the lesson at the 
maternal knee well ; but it is 
a lesson that no really ' good man who 
aims to a high place in the confidouco of 
bis fellow countrymen would have laid 
to heart. In framing his address Dr. 
Milne doubtless found that "truth was 
a sad hainporor of genius," so he re- 
sorted to fiction, with the result that 
be stands discredited before the electors. 
If the doctor could withdraw his fanci- 
ful address and substitute one of a dif- 
ferent character, we feel sure he would 
do so. But it is now too late. He mus 
sUnd or fall by his printed record 
That he will fall there is no doubt. It 
is only a question of how great a fall he 
will have. Will he be able to "come up 
smiling" again at the next general elec- 
tion, or will be like poor Humpty- 
Duinpty, whom all the King's horses 
and all the King's men could never put 
together again ?

GUARDING THE LAND LAWS. 



FACTS AND FANCIES. 

There are people who have such a 
keen eye for elfeot that they habitually 
stray from tho solid plane of truth into 
the airy realms of fancy. To make a 
point or produce a sensation they do 
not hesitate to distort a fact or substi- 
tute a wicked falsehood for a mild nar- 
ration of what really occurred. Some 
one reminded Alexandre Minnas that 
an anecdote he had just related was not 
in keeping with the truth. "No," he 
said, "it was not; but the story was 
ever so much better as 1 told it." We 
read Dr. Milne's address and find that ho 
is trying to excel Dumas at fanciful 
story-tolling -with the difference that 

where the great novelist succeeded Dr. 
Milne has failed. A Btory that in Du- 
mas' hands gained by narration, in 
Dr. Milne's clumsier grasp has served 
only to expose the narrowness of its 
relator. We follow Mr. Davie's master- 
ly address of Monday night and see 
that bih opponent is thoroughly discred- 
ited as a politician, "When a fellow's 

lost both his legs," quoth Sum Weller, 
"how can hi! bo said to have a standing 
in society.' When the props have been 
knocked from beneath a candidate's 
fanciful platform, a duo regard for his 
safety suggests that be do his lighting 
in the future on the solid ground of fact. 
To catch the doctor in a single mis- 
statement was bad enough ; but to col- 
lar and hand him over to the police of 
public opinion on two well-grounded 
charges of misstatement in one short ad- 
dress, was an unprecedented circum- 
stance in Victorian politics. Unu can 
make some allowance for Mr. Do Cosmos. 
But Dr. Milne cannot plead old ago as an 
excuse for the strange misstatements that 
disfigure his uddiess, He is a young 
mun in the enjoyment of all 
his faculties. Though not nil old 
resident, lie has been here sufficiently 
loug to know something of t he eonsl itu 
ency he aspires to ropresout. But lie 
sadly underrates it if ho imagines for a 



What Dr. Milne means when he says 
in his curd, "The land laws of our pro- 
vince should be carefully guarded," is 
a little ditlioult to understand. What 
iloes guarding the laws mean ! Why 
should the land laws, especially, need 
guarding ? Is there any fear that a 
conspiracy has been formed to tear them 
.nit of tho printed statutes'.' Who is it 
that lias designs against our laud laws 
that a doctor of medicine is required to 
guard them? It is just possible that 
the learned doctor attaches some mean- 
ing to this singular expression. Does 
be wish to convey the impression that 
the land laws are defective and need 
intending? Amending is, of course, n 
very different thing from guarding, for 
the gentlemen that sometimes under- 
take to doctor the laws do them any 
amount of mischief. They very often 
leave the law they attempt to doctor in 
a far worse condition than when they 
found it. If laws want guarding 
at all, it is from the meddlers who 
are perpetually trying to make 
a good law better. But this would be 
a conservative work, and Dr. Milne 
does not profess to be a Conservative, so 
he would be the last man to undertake 
to guard the laws ill this sense. It is 
more likely that he wishes his readers 
to gather from what he writes that he 
is in some dim and unexplained way a 
land reformer, and that instead of 
guarding the land laws he intends, one 
of these days, to attack thelll 
with tho view ot improving them. 
It then will be some good Con- 
servative's duty to guard them. It is 
possible that Dr. Milne means exactly 
the opposite of what be says. This is 
very unfortunate. Does he promise to 
guard the land laws when he intends to 
attack them '! 

The laud law s of the province have 
been framed by gentlemen who have 
had experience of the circumstances of 
tho country and the operation of its 
land laws. The land laws as they arc 
now on the statute book are not the 
work of one man or one party. They oin- 
liody the experience and the views of the 
men in the Legislature who know most 
about the settlement of the land and 
what is required to preserve the timber 
growing upon it. The last laud legisla- 
tion introduced by the Government mot 
with singularly little opposition. The 
principle on which it was based was 
generally acknowledged to be sound, 
and tho details t<f the measure under- 
went very little modification In commit- 
tee. Hon. M r. Vernon was ready to accept 
luggestlons that were considered judi- 
cious, mid as a matter of fact very few 
wero offered. It is hardly to be ex- 
pected that laws which were favorably 
considered by the whole legislature, 
among whose members are gontleiiien 
ivbo have a thorough understanding of 
the subject in all its bearings, can be 
very greatly improved by a medical 
gentleman who, perhaps, may be able to 
distinguish between a Douglas pine and 
a yellow birch, and who very likely 
knows that pumpkins and coin are not 
exactly tho crop on which the settler in 
British Columbia should depend the Brat 
year, 

But WO quite admit that wo maybe 
all astray in our surmise us to what Dr. 
.Milno menus by guarding the land 
laws. It is indeed quite possible that 
be intended the paragraph to convey no 
meaning nt all. The words sounded 
well in his cars, and looked as if they 

meant something, They helped, too, to 

inuke the card look respectably long, 
which was u good deal, and so tlmy

AN APPRECIATIVE VISITOR. 

Tho New York World of a late date 
contains a well written and appreciat- 
ive description of Victoria. It is dated 
July 2oth, therefore the writer saw tho 
city and its surroundings in their lovo- 
liest summer dross.

"Tho city and its beautiful suburbs 
are lovely beyond comparison with any 
place I have ever visited, and there is 
something new to see and to become in- 
terested in at every turn. In the city 
proper and the broad avenues bordered 
with stately shadu trees, well kept 
lawns and beautiful private houses of 
tho residential quarters, substantial 
n-nsperity and refined home life arc 
iroadly outlined. The development 
and natural wealth of British Columbia 
are enjoyed here in the capital to the 
fullest extent as this is thu seat of the 
cultured and of the leaders ill finance 
and commerce." 

The visitor from New York does full 
justice to the scenery near Victoria. He 
visited all the pleasure resorts near the 
city, and speaks delightedly of the "ex- 
quisitely interesting drives" which arc 
taken to reach them. 

This writer, in his lively way, gives 
the readers of the World a very fair 
idea of the resources not only of the 
Island of Vancouver, but of the whole 
province. He has no room for details, 
and he does not overload his article 
with figures which the greater number 
of his readers would skip, but no one 
can read it at all attentively without 
being convinced that the province is 
rich in all the elements of national 
wealth, and that a prosperous ami even 
a brilliant future is before it. It is a 
little singular that soobsei vant a tourist 
should have altogether overlooked one 
of the principal sources of British Co- 
lumbia's present prosperity and future 
greatness. He docs not say one word 
aboutthe fisheries of the province. It may 
be that be reserves what he has to say 
about our salmon and other fisheries for 
another paper, for they are well worthy 
of a special article. 

The World's traveller does justice to 
the climate of British Columbia. The 
mildness of its winters and the coolness, 
yet sunniness of its summers are suf- 
ficiently eulogized to please the most 
enthusiastic and patriotic of British 
Columbians. Me says: 

"The climate of Vancouver Island is 
a source of astonishment and delight to 
the Down-Easter. Several months ago 
I had occasion to write of the Japan 
current, holding it responsible for the 
mild winters and delightful summers 
which characterize the Pacific coast 
country a thousand miles south of here. 
This great volume of warm water 
Hows along the coast of British Colum- 
bia and wherever its influence is telt the 
climate resembles closely that of a mild 
perpetual summer. Victoria receives 
the first and greatest benefit of the 
Japan current, and as a result the (low- 
ers bloom, vegetation remains green and 
bright and there is little to tell that 
winter is at hand save the increased 
rainfall and the almanacs." 

It is pleasant to sec that this visitor 
who comes to this province from the 
Mast does it justice. He docs not seem 
to think that his reputation for smart- 
ness and liveliness requires him to say 
something both ill-nutnred and untruth- 
ful of Victoria and its inhabitants. He 
came here and enjoyed his stay and 
considered it his duty to let others know 
where one of the most attractive sum- 
mer resorts on the continent is to be 
found.

favours. The former was ,">S years of 
age, the latter 04. They came to Vic- 
toria together in 1868, and entered into 
a partnership in the manufacture of 
Joss candles, working up a large cus- 
tom, and living with the utmost frugal- 
ity. By this means in 1881 they were, 
among our Chinese neighbours, looked 
upon as rich men, but speculation and 
a greed for gain seized upon them. 
They went to San Francisco, and the 
power that had enabled them to save 
their earnings for 13 years was swept 
away by boodlcrs at tpo Golden Gate, 
where they lost everything they pos- 
sessed— an amount just over $3,000. 
After great difficulty they succeeded in 
getting back to this city in LSS2, and 
on their arrival re-entered the candle- 
making business. They were almost 
forgotten, however. Younger and 
smarter heads were at the work, and 
their wares went oil' very slowly. 

They subsisted on the proceeds of 
what they sold at festival times, and in 
this way lived till yesterday, when 
Wong Foo was taken ill suddenly and 
expired in a few hours. Bis friend, 
who watched", him ilie, immediately 
swallowed a poisonous Chinese drug, 
and died in the same room half-ati-hour 
afterwards. Their bones will some day 
reach their native land and be buried 
under ( Ihina's tropical sun in the marshy 
district of Hoy Pcug. 



THE TWO BY-LAWS. 

One is Kinlorsoil and the Other Defeated 
by tito RtiepayeN. 

Voting took place yesterday upon the 
two by-laws relating to the Victoria, 
Saanioli & New Westminster Railway; 
the one providing for the city taking a 
number of shares of the capital stock of 
the company, the other authorizing a 
guarantee of interest on the bonds of 
the company to the extent of §500,000 
for twenty-five years, this interest bonus 
amounting to $20,000 per annum. 

The friends of the railway and its 
projectors weru not idle a single mo- 
ment) during the entire day. They had 
a complete organization for bringing ill 
votes, and it worked more effectually 
than probably the V. S. & N. VV. rail- 
way projectors themselves expected. 
Those opposing the by-laws did little or 
no work to secure their defeat at the 
polls; and tho result was, as it could 
not very well help being, when such 
carelessness was shown, that a partial 
victory at least was secured by the pro- 
moters of the ferry road. 

A big vote was polled in Johnson 
street ward, 2f)0 ballots ill all being 
cast. To this ward's vote the interest 
bonus by-law owes its passage. 

The polls wore closed at 4 p.m., and 
at 5 o'clock the result of the voting was 
announced as follows by the returning
